Report dated April 12, 1988, from Mr. I. W. Scott, Commissioner of 
Recreation & Parks, with respect to the emplacement of a washroom facility 
in Birchwood Park. 


The Recreation and Parks 1988 Capital Budget identified an amount of 
$85,000 for the emplacement of washroom/changerooms at a major sports 
park in the City. Staff are currently reviewing types and locations for these 
facilities throughout the City. A comprehensive report which will outline 
requirements for the next 10 year program will be available during Capital 
Budget discussions in the Fall of 1988. 


A significant demand presently exists for a washroom facility in Birchwood 
Park - approximately 35,000 persons will use this park in 1988 which is 
Particularly busy for weekend tournaments. 


Portable washrooms, paid for by the Clarkson Lorne Park Baseball 
Association for the past several years, are no longer able to adequately meet 
needs. 


Recreation & Parks have been working with Building Services to develop a 
washroom facility only that is functional and does not include a canteen 
and/or changerooms. Approval to proceed now with this project would enable 
the facility to be constructed by early July, thereby making it available for 
the majority of the summer season. 


RECOMMENDATION

facility in Birchwood Park with funding allocated from the 1988 
approved Recreation and Parks Capital Budget.

Port Credit Shoreline Angling Facilities Study 


The Economic Development Office 


Included in the Port Credit Harbour and Waterfront Concept, 
which was endorsed by Council on May 25, 1987, were 
recommendations designed to improve public access to sports 
fishing facilities at the mouth of the Credit River. It was 
recommended "that the City develop an action plan to 
improve access to Port Credit's sports fishery. In this regard 
the City has a unique opportunity to develop fishing piers and 
various shoreline amenities and facilities to enhance angler 

access, participation, and harvest success. Both the 
riverbanks and 3.C. Saddington Park on Lake Ontario should 
be addressed in such action plan.” 


As this relates to the enhancement of tourism related 
facilities in Port Credit, the Economic Development Office 
requested funding for a strategy to implement the above 
recommendation, which was approved by Council on August 
19, 1987. The consulting firm of Michael Michalski 
Associates was selected to develop the action plan. 


The action plan is contained in the appended report, which 
will be presented by Mr. Michalski. 


The recommendations address four areas in the river mouth 
area south of the CNR rail tracks and were endorsed by the 
Don Rowing Club, the Port Credit Yacht Club, the Credit 
Valley Conservation Authority and the Small Crafts Harbours 
Branch (Dept. of Fisheries and Oceans).

The recommendations are summarized as follows: 


Area | - on the west bank of the Credit River on the south 
side of Lakeshore Rd. — to build an information kiosk and 
erect signage to provide directions to boat launch ramps and 
to dispense brochures and information concerning tourist 
attractions in the area, fishing boats for charter, hotels, 
theatres, etc. The Port Credit BIA has expressed interest in

Area 2 — the west bank of the Credit River from Lakeshore 
Rd. north past the Don Rowing Clubhouse - using armour 
stone, build a new river bank to resist erosion and provide a 
safe and attractive embankment for shoreline angling, 
Sousioee facilities for use by the handicapped.

Area 4 - to the existing wooden pier at J.J. Plaus Park it is 
recommended that pressure-treated timber be added along 
the length of the plier, incorporating low intensity lighting 
into the face of the timbers. The timbers would provide 
seating for anglers. As well, additional benching and 
overhead lighting would be installed back from the edge of 
the pler. Cost $64,000. 


The total cost of the above recommendations is $509,880. 
Considering the high cost of these works it is suggested that 
phasing over a two year period be considered. 


Area | - Information Kiosk & Signage 


From a tourism perspective, this could be considered the first 
priority because of the improvement to the general 
appearance, the directional signage and the facility to 
promote local business and tourist attractions. However, 
because of present uncertainty as to the ultimate ownership 
‘and land use of the Port Credit Yacht Club site and other 
federal government land on the west bank of the river, it is 
recommended that this project be placed on hold for this year 
until these issues are resolved. It is recommended that the 
Improvements to Area | ($110,000) be referred for 
consideration in the Recreation & Parks 1989 Capital Works 
Budget.

Areas 2 & 3 - Armour Stone Work along Riverbanks 


It 1s concluded that these works would improve the safety and 
appearance for shoreline fishing and provide erosion control. 
The best time of the year to do this work is winter when it 
will not disrupt the use of the Park. It is recommended that 
a two year program be undertaken, the west bank in 1989 
($243,000) and the east bank in 1990 ($92,880). It is 
recommended that this project be referred for consideration 
ante Recreation & Parks Capital Works Budgets of 1989 and 
1990. 


Area 4 - Improvements to the Wooden Pier at J.J, Plaus Park 


Due to the uncertainties regarding the falling water level, 
which is making fishing from this pler more and more 
difficult, it is concluded that this project ($64,000) be held 
over to the 1990 Recreation & Parks Capital Budget, and 
considered in relation to the long term water level increase 
and stabilization. 


It 1s concluded that implementation of the recommendations 
contained in the Michalski Report would result in improved 
access for shore-based anglers and improved appearance for 
the river mouth area. It is expected that the Improvements 
would attract not only more anglers to the area but more 
visitors as well, providing economic benefits to area 
merchants and charter boat operators. It would also be a 
positive demonstration to potential private developers and 
local residents that the first steps of implementation of the 
Port Credit Harbour and Waterfront Concept Study have 
Indeed begun, with the hope of stimulating proposals for 
further development from the private sector.

The main species which 
contribute to the fishery include chinook, rainbow 
trout, lake trout, coho, brown trout and Atlantic 
salmon. In addition, pink salmon have been slowly 
spreading into the lower Great Lakes from Lake 
Superior where they were accidentally introduced in 
the mid-1950s. This species, if it takes hold in 
Lake Ontario, and every indication is very 
positive, will provide superb light tackle sport. 


It is quite possible that the lake's western end 
can sustain up to ten times as much angling 
pressure as currently exists, especially if 
stocking on the United States side continues to be 
in the millions of fish each year (. 


Port Credit

Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources hatchery at 
on the headwaters of the Rouge River is 
dedicated entirely to the Lake Ontario stocking 


program. In 1985, over 0.5 million chinook were 
stocked into the lake from this facility; 
approximately 235,000 of these were introduced into 
the southern reaches of the Credit River. As well, 
100,000 coho and 100,000 rainbow trout were planted 
into the Credit. The Ministry also has a five year 
program for reintroducing Atlantic salmon into the 
Credit River; this is a major initiative resulting 
from revenues from the new resident sport f: 
licences, with first stockings expected in 1988 
(Landmarks, 1987). 


At present, the Port Credit fishery is very much a 


local one, with about 85% of its participants 
coming from within a 30-40 km radius (i.e., 
Hamilton to the west, Scarborough to the east and 
Richmond Hill to the north). Port Credit is not 
attracting a significant number of anglers from 
other areas of Ontario and non-residents, nor the 
related revenues that the resource could generate. 


At the same time, there is a growing competition 
among municipalities to lay claim to the 
distinction of being the premier centre for 
angling. For example, Scarborough claims that 
fishing east of Toronto is better than in the Port 
Credit area. This may be true during the months of 
May and June; however, the fish move west during 
the balance of the sumer, and greater success 
occurs in the Port Credit area than earlier in the 
year. 


Scarborough recently completed a study which 
concluded that improvements in local angling 
opportunities and an accompanying promotional 
campaign would inject an additional $10-15 million 
annually into the Scarborough economy. This would 
come at the expense of Port Credit. Accordingly, 
Scarborough is substantially ahead of Mississauga 
in developing opportunities to attract recreational 
angling and a related share of the tourism market. 


There are two major constraints to Port Credit 
becoming one of the most vibrant sports fishing 
centres in North America. These are: 


- inadequate infrastructure facilities for both 
water- and including 
parking, 
well as the complete lack of fishing pier 


amenities and facilities, and 


- contamination of some sports fish with organic 
pollutants and heavy metals, making them 
unsuitable for eating. 


Regarding the first constraint, the Port Credit 
Harbour and Waterfront Concept recommended: 


“that the City develop an action plan to 
improve access to Port Credit's sport fishery. 
In this regard, the City has a unique 
opportunity to develop fishing piers and 
various shoreline amenities and facilities to 
enhance angler access, participation and 
harvest success. Both the riverbanks and J.C. 

Park on Lake Ontario should be 
addressed in such an action plan." 


We recognize that the second constraint can only be 
completely addressed through the virtual 
elimination of toxic contaminants, which is one of 
the prime objectives of the Great Lakes Water 
Quality Agreement between Canada and the United 
States and signed on November 18, 1987. However, 
some inroads can be made through an educational 
program aimed at informing the angling public of 
those fish that can be safely consumed, and 
identifying those that should be released or kept 
for trophy purposes. 


In mid-September of 1987, the Business Development 
Office of the City of Mississauga retained Michael 
Michalski Associates to identify a range of

Area 2 


Area 2 is on the west bank of the Credit River, 
north of Lakeshore Road (Figure 3). The entire 
length of the shoreline will be landscaped with 
armour stones to achieve three functions. First, 
erosion control will be effected. Second, the 
armour stones will be arranged so that anglers will 
have easy access to the Credit River and spectator 
seating will be provided for rowing and other 
water-oriented events. Third, shoreline aesthetics 
will be immensely improved. 


Three terraced areas are planned along the length 
of the shoreline for the use of the handicapped, 
either for viewing or angling.

Area 4 


Area 4 is along the existing pier at J.J. Plaus 
Park. Our concept here is simply to install 
30x30 cm pressure treated timber along the length 
of the pier. In some cases, the timber would be 
almost at .the edge of the pier, while in other 
areas, it would be set back for sitting as shown in 
Figure 5. 


Low intensity lighting would be incorporated into 
the interior face of the timbers. When the Port 
Credit Yacht Club is relocated to Lakefront 
Promenade Park, the Recreation and Parks Department 
may want to consider drilling holes into the timber 
beams at regular intervals as a mechanism to hold 
fishing rods. 


Back from the piers, we propose additional benching 
and overhead lighting. As well, fishermen have 
advised us about the lack of washrooms, and we 
would recommend installation of a facility at J.J. 
Plaus Park. 


Area 5 


In Area 5, we propose temporary improvements to the 
existing boat launch ramps at Marina Park (Figure 
6). The problem is one of congestion during boat 
launching. To offset this, a floating dock about 
16 m in length is suggested which would provide 
spaces for boat mooring while car/truck and trailer 
parking is underway. The dock would need to be 
anchored against the current and surge action, and 
would be stored during the winter at Marina Park.
